Jesse Dean was one of the first white settlers in this section now known as Marion County and came 
from Tennessee. When he was a young man he was captain of a flat boat and at intervals came down 
the Mississippi River to New Orleans. On one of these trips Mr Dean decided to send his crew back up 
the river, and make the trip back to Tennessee overland by way of an old Indian trail. He wanted to see 
the country and look for a place to locate a settlement. A few settlers had already arrived and one white 
family lived at the place where Forworth now is. A half dayscontinuous walking brought him to another 
white family who lived two miles from the place now known as Bunker Hill in Marion County. Another 
days walk brought him to the next settlement which was at that time Williamsburg in Covington County. 
Evidently Mr Dean liked the sparsely settled country because months afterwards he married Cynthia 
Ann Graves and brought her as a bride to settle at Bunker Hill.

I have his Diplomia in a 
shadow box in my office. 


Daddy said that as a young man he and his brother Sherman were sawing logs in the woods and as he 
reached down to clear the cross cut saw of grass and debri, his brother pulled the saw and almost cut 
off his middle and ring fingers. He said that his mother made two little sacks, dousted the fingers with 
coal oil slipped the sacks over each finger and they grew back. he would show you the scars on his 
fingers and tell the story. 


Another story was that he and his brother were at the cotten gin one day when he was bet that he could 
not lift a bail of cotton.

Mr. Brogdon enlisted in the 12th Regiment, Georgia Militia, in 
1864, and served in the Confederate Army until the end of the 
war; he was discharged or paroled near Atlanta, April, 1865. Re- 
turning home, he moved with his family across the Alapaha River 
into Clinch County and lived in the 586th militia district (now in 
Lanier County) for ten or fifteen years. However, most of the 
family moved back to Berrien County, and Eli (called “Ellie” by 
the family) Brogdon lived until his death at the age of 93 years. 
His wife survived several years. They were buried at Riverside 
Baptist Church in east Berrien County.

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BROWN, HUGH. 1788-1851 CAMDEN 


Hugh Brown, a Camden county legislator and leader for many 
years in the early history of the county, was born in Camden 
County, July 19, 1788, a son of Hugh and Sarah Brown. The elder 
Brown left South Carolina during the Revolution and refugeed to 
East Florida where he lived until Shortly before the birth of the 
Subject, when he moved to Camden county, living there until his 
death in 1812, Hugh Brown, the subject, was married in Milledge- 
Ville during his service in the legislature, to Elizabeth Dean, dau- 
ghter of William Dean, R.S., and his wife, Jane, of Milledgeville. 
They were married April 13, 1815. To them were born ten children,

Senator Brown served twenty years in the two branches of 
the Georgia legislature. He served as Representative from Camden 
county in 1814, 1815, 1816, 1817, 1818, and as Senator from his 
county in 1819, 1820-21, 1823, 1825, 1826, 1827, 1828, 1829, 1831, 
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1832, 1833, 1835, 1839, 1842 (election in those days was annually). 
Senator Brown served as Major, 8th Battalion, Georgia militia, 
1825-26. He lived near Jeffersonton, the ante-bellum county-seat 
of Camden, and died there July 29, 1851. His wife survived and 
died June 29, 1861. The son, Wm. D. Brown, was the administrator 
of the estate of his father. 


Note: The South Carolina Revolutionary War records show 
that the elder Brown was a Tory and opposed independence, and 
that he collaborated with the notorious Tory, Patrick Cunningham, 
during the war. As a result his property was confiscated; however, 
after independence was achieved, it was restored to him by resolu- 
tion of the legislature, March 26, 1784. His lands having been 
sold as confiscated property, he was paid the value of same, Sept. 
10, 1788, after his removal to Georgia. 
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BROWN, JAMES. 1828-1900 CLINCH 


James Brown of Clinch county, was born in Bulloch County, 
Sept. 15, 1828, son of Henry Brown (Vol. Ill). He came with his 
parents to Clinch county in 1852, but did not marry until he was 
37 years old. He was married March 9, 1865, to Miss Sarah M. 
Hughes, daughter of William Hughes (Vol.I1). She was born Jan. 22, 
1847, in Ware now Clinch county, and died Jan. 19, 1904. Born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Brown were:

James Brown lived with his parents until his marriage. He 
served in the Confederate Army, in Co. “D”, 26th Georgia Volun- 
teer Regiment, under Capt. James Knox. He was home on furlough 
at the time of his marriage. 


Mr. and Mrs. Brown were members of the Primitive Baptist 
Church. He was received Sept. 9, 1863, by letter, into Prospect 
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THE DEAN STORY 
THOMAS DEAN 


Thomas Dean is thought to have been born in Westmoreland or 
Augusta County, VA circa 1780-1790. In I8Il, Thomas was in 
Warren County, Tennessee, where Thomas Jefferson was born. 
His wife's name is not known. In 1820 Thomas was located in 
Bedford County, Tn. and by 1830, he had moved further south to 
Wilcox County, Alabama. His family , at this time, consisted of 
one male between 5 and 10, 2 males over 20 and under 30, | male 
over 40 and under 50, | female under 5, 2 females over I4 and 
under I5, | female over 40 and under 50. 


The Agricultural Census of 1830 shows that Thomas had 10 
cultivatable acres, valued at $200.00, farming implements valued 
at $250.00, 2 horses, 5 milk cows, 2 oxen, 7 other cattle, 50 hogs, 
all livestock valued at $160.00. Sixty bushels of Indian Corn, 2000 
Ibs. of rice, 2 bushels of beans and 100 bushels of beans and 
peas, | bushel of Irish Potatoes, 100 bushels of sweet potatoes, 
$50.00 of orchard produce, 35 Ib. of beeswax and honey and 
value of animals slaughtered, $50.00. 


In 1840, Thomas was still in Wilcox County with one male over I0 
and under I5, one male over 40 and under 50, probably a brother, 
one male over 50 and under 60, one female over I0 and under I5, 
one female over I5 and under 20 and one female over 50 and 
under 60. There were no Thomas Deans in Alabama in 1850, oral 
history is that they moved to Texas. 


THOMAS JEFFERSON DEAN 


Thomas Jefferson Dean was born in Warren County in the hills of 
Tennessee on June 24, I8II, the son of Thomas Dean. His 
mother's name is not known. By 1830 Jeff was still living with his 
father's family in Wilcox County, Alabama. Somewhere between 
1830 and 1840 Jeff met and married Jane Walker, who had come 
to the adjoining county of Clarke, with her father, Purnell Walker. 


Purnell was born in Somerset County, Maryland on January 4, 
1782, the son of Bill Walker, a Nanticoke Indian. He moved to 
Georgia and reared his family there. His wife's name is not known 
at this time. He and his family came to Clarke County, Alabama 
circa 1830. 


In 1840 Jeff and Jane were in Wilcox County with one child under 
5. By 1850 Jeff and Jane had moved South into Jackson County, 
Mississippi, in that part that was to be a part of George County. 
His was in Section 33 or 34, Township 3 South, Range 5 West. 
Their children were: Melvina Jane , born Dec. 4, 1837, Francis 
Parnell, born June 14, 1840, William S., born ? 1844. 


Their neighbors, according to the 1850 census were: Purnell 
Walker, father of Jane, residing with son, James, James Walker, 
brother of Jane, William Walker, brother of Jane, Valentine (also 
called Volentine) Tanner whose wife was Martha Walker, niece of 
Jane and daughter of James. This was in what was later called 
the Tannertown Community. The Post Office was Americus, near 
State Highway 63 at Big Cedar Creek. 


Family oral history is that Jeff and Jane and family pulled up 
stakes at some time after this and went to Texas to visit relatives, 
whose names are not known. Neither is it known how long they 
stayed in Texas. By 1860 they were back in Jackson County on 
the NE 1/4 of Section 16-3-5. There they built a double pen log 
cabin in which they resided the remainder of their lives. 
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Jeff had the largest field in the community, five acres, in which he 
grew corn for his horse and vegetables for the table. When the 
writer visited this site in the 1950's, there was nothing left but two 
mounds of dirt where the stick and dirt chimneys had been. 
Water came from a nearby spring, this could not be located. 
Cooking was done on the fireplace. 


He had cows, sheep and hogs that ran loose on the woods. He 
had a 99 year lease for the entire I6th section. This with a two 
mile swamp along Dog River, gave him plenty of hunting area. 
Deer, turkey, quail, coons, possums, squirrels, etc. abounded at 
that time. These together with Dog River to fish in made a 
paradise for a woodsman. Bees furnished honey for sweetning. 
Family oral history is that once Jeff shot a man for stealing his 
bees. 


In the spring the sheep were sheared, the wool washed, carded 
and spun into threads and knit or woven into clothing. Soap was 
made by dripping water through oak ashes, mixed with hog lard, 
boiled in the washpot until it thickened, and turned upside down 
on a board, and cut into squares; rather strong soap. The writer 
has seen soap made in this way. Jeff was a smart trader. He 
bought 80 acres of tax land from the state for $1.89, 40 acres from 
G. W. Pierce for $20.00 and eighty for $100.00. 


By 1860 all the Walkers had gone back to Clarke County, Alabama 
except Martha who along with Valentine Tanner, populated 
Tannertown. Melvina Jane Dean (Aunt Viny) was born December 
4, 1837 in Clarke County, Alabama, died in Jackson County, 
Mississippi on March 3l, 1889. She never married and lived with 
relatives all her life. William S. Dean was born in Clarke County, 
Alabama in 1842, date unknown. Little is known of William. 
Reportedly, he served in the Confederate Army, but no record of 
this is available. He was buried in an unmarked grave in the NW 
4 of SW 1/4 of Section 7-3-5. There is no record of Purnell Dean 
except the 1850 census, it is not known if he died, stayed in 
Texas, or what. It is interesting to note that in later years, when 
members of the family, all of whom were over 90 years, were 


asked about him, no one remembers anything about him or that 
there had ever been such a person. 


Francis Parnell is treated separately. 


FRANCIS PARNELL DEAN 


Francis Parnell Dean was born in Clarke County, Alabama June 
l4, 1840. Sometime before he was 10 years old, his family made 
their move to Jackson Count y, Mississippi, which later became 
part of George County. Here he lived with his family until he was 
almost 2I years old, when he enlisted in the Confederate Army 
(His military record is handled seperately). 


In 1971 Jeff gave Frank 200 acres of land that joined the I6th 
section where he lived, on the North. He cleared land, built a 
house and married a wife, not necessarily in that sequence. Thus 
began the transition from woodsman to settler. He built a six 
room house of cypress and heart pine. (Later another large room 
was added), a large kitchen, which by use became the sitting 
room. It had a fireplace, as did the parlor. These had "stick and 
dirt" chimneys which were made by framing up the chimney with 
wood with cross bars, then "rats" were made by mixing clay with 
the native wire grass and making a roll. These were placed over 
the cross bars and smoothed down. This made an efficient 
chimney, but had to be replaced occasianally, as rain would melt 
the clay. Later Frank and his oldest son, Arthur, made bricks of 
cement and replaced the old chimneys. 


Frank took for his wife Isabelle Tucker, daughter of John S. and 
Rebecca Ward Tucker. Rebecca was born 3-29-1825 in Jackson 
County, Mississippi, the daughter of Tarlton Ward and Sarah 
Childress Ward. Tarleton's father, John Ward Ill, had come from 
South Carolina with 3 of his brothers. They drove cattle from 
South Carolina to Mobile, Alabama and Pensacola, Florida. They 
crossed the Chattahooche River at Fort Mitchell near present day 
Columbus, Georgia. The ferryman, Jackson Knight, had a step- 
daughter who was a Creek Indian maiden, named Nahoka. John 
Ward fell in love with her and brought her with them on the rest of 
their journey. 


To the union of Frank and Belle were born II children:

Frank and Belle lived in this same house as long as he lived, and 
later Belle went to live with her daughter, Zona. Belle and the 
girls had to do the spinning and weaving to make their clothes 
until later when fabric could be bought in Mobile, Alabama. The 
writer, as a lad, saw the old loom and Spinning wheel in a storage 
shed. They washed their clothes by a clear branch nearby. Dirty 
clothes were boiled ina washpot and beaten with a "battling 
board". This was a board about 2 inches wide, | inch thick and 3 
feet long, on top of a stump and rinsed in the branch. The writer 
has seen this stump. Later, there were rubboards. The clothes 
were spread on bushes to dry. Homemade soap was used. 


Frank ran cattle, hogs and sheep in the woods as Jeff had done. 
He branded his cattle with a figure 12 and marked the ears with a 
crop and oversilit in the left ear, and a swallow fork in the right 
ear. Hogs were not marked nor were sheep, only their tails 
docked. This brand was recorded in the George County 
Courthouse on June I8, I9II, soon after the county was founded. 


In the spring, when the cattle got fat, the market cattle were 
driven to Mobile, Alabama, about 40 miles. A four year old steer 
sold for about $20.00. Several men would drive together. It was 
reported that one man drove his turkeys. This seems to be 
impossible. 


In the fall, hogs were fattened on corn and slaughtered. Some 
for home use (this grandson was afraid to go into the 


smokehouse because the Sausages looked like snakes), and 
some to send to market. During a freezing time the hogs were 
killed and hung up overnight to freeze. The wagons were 
prepared by placing straw in the wagon bed, placing a sheet over 
this and early the next morning the hogs were placed on this, 
covered by another sheet and a tarpaulin. This way they would 
Still be frozen when they reached the market in Mobile. Deer and 
turkey could be done this way too. Hogs could not be driven as 
cattle were. 


Supplies were bought in Mobile and since it took 3 days to get 
there and back, | day to get there, | to do their trading and get 
supplies delivered out to the wagon yard and | to get back home. 
On one occasion, while they were camping at the wagon yard, 
sitting by the fire and Swapping Stories, one of the men told about 
his service in the Confederate Army, how he had fought, got 
wounded and captured and kept in prison, he looked around and 
saw Frank, who knew that he had gone to the swamps to avoid 
conscription, and said, "And Frank, | have told that old lie so 
many times that sometimes | believe it myself". They were 
bought in large quantities, a barrel of flour, another of syrup, etc. 
Later Frank grew sugar cane and made his own syrup. He also 
grew rice, wheat and oats, as well as corn and vegetables. Honey 
was used for sweetning. The grain was taken to a nearby water 
mill where the grain was ground into flour and cornmeal. 


Frank greased his wagon wheels with tar made by heating rich 
pine splinters until the tar ran out of them. Soap was made in the 
old way. Frank did a lot of hunting and on one of his hunts, he 
came up on two buck deer who had fought and locked their 
horns. He slit the throat of one of them, the other shook loose 


and ran away. 


Frank was not a religous man, but neither was he profane. His 
byword was "doggonit". His voice was gruff and small children 
were afraid of him. Mr. T.W. Persons, who ran a store at 
Shipman, said that once Frank brought in a basket of eggs. After 
counting them, Mr. T. W. asked, "Is there something | can do for 


you, Uncle Frank?" Frank replied in his gruff voice, "Pay me for 
the eggs". 


The Frank Dean children attended a one-teacher school, run by a 
Mr. Rogers. He taught to the equivalent of the Eighth Grade, but 
they were not graded, they progressed individually as they 
completed each book. The boys called it "Lizard Hill" and it 
continued by this name even after being moved to a new location. 
Three of the girls, Bertie, Zona and Ruth, went on to a higher 
grade boarding school called “Progress” in Leaf, Mississippi. 
They all became school teachers and taught in Jackson and 
George County schools. Jane became a nurse, Celeste a 
secretary, Olga was killed by a car in Mobile, Alabama, and Maud 
and Buelah died young. Arthur will be treated in another chapter 
and Roscoe and Lester became farmers. 


Arthur married Mary Evelyn Lane, Jane never married, Roscoe 
married Louvenia Vise, Robertie married Albert Tilley, Zona 
married Lewis Finch, Ruth married Isaac Ryals, Lester married 
Lydia Vise and Celeste married Herbert Carpenter. 


One fall Frank rode his horse to Scranton, now Pascagoula, to 
pay his taxes. He came back, grumbling because his taxes were 
almost $16.00, near the price of a four year old steer. This on 200 
acres of land and the entire I6th section. 


The Deans attended Shipman Methodist Church along with their 
cousins, the Cornelius Wards, and others. The girls rode in the 
buggy behind old "Bob" and the boys rode their horses. This 
was one of the pioneer churches in this area and was about 
Seven miles away. The Dean family was a long lived family, with 
four of the girls living past 90 and one to 100. All men past 80. 
Grandma Tucker lived to be 92. She was remembered by the 
family as smoking a corncob pipe with a long reed stem. 


All of the former mentioned ancestors except William, as noted, 
along with Frank and Belle are buried in theDean family cemetery 
in the NW 1/4 of SE 1/4 of Section 9-3-5 George County, 
Mississippi. Arthur, Roscoe, Lester and Robertie and their 


spouses, and Jane and Ruth, are buried in Agricola cemetery. 
Zona and Lewis in Finch Cemetery in SE I/4 of SE 1/4 Section 4-3- 
5, Celeste and Herbert in a Perpetual Care Cemetery in Mobile 
and Olga, Maud and Beulah are buried in the Dean Family 
Cemetery. 


FRANK DEAN - MILITARY 


Francis Dean enlisted in the Confederate States Army June 8, 

186! at Mobile, Alabama. He served in Company I, I2th Alabama 
Infantry. This unit fought in 6 campaigns and 23 battles with the 
Army of Northern Virginia. According to oral history, he was a 
scout for his outfit and on one occasion, was assigned to locate a 
Sniper that had pinned down his outfit. This he did and shot him 
out of a tree. He said the man's new boots just fit him. Asked 
later at home, if he killed the man, he replied, "Dunno, there was 
a lot of shooting them days". 


He was in the General Hospital in Richmond, Virginia, for 
unknown reasons, February 25th and 26th, 1864. He was 
wounded at the battle of Monocacy, the knuckle of his left wrist 
was shot off by a minie ball. He was admitted to the General 
Hospital, Charlottesville, Virginia on July 26, 1864 and returned to 
duty on September [5th, 1864. He was captured near Petersburg, 
Virginia March 25th, 1865 by the Army of the Potomac. He was 
imprisoned in Fort Lookout, Maryland from March 3l, 1865 until 
May 13, 1865. He was released by taking the oath, evidently this 
was the oath of allegiance to the United States. He evidently was 
ferried to Hampton Roads, Virginia to make his way home as best 
he could. Oral history is that when he arrived home, Jeff was 
burning a big pile of brush, and Frank walked up and heaved his 
rifle upon the pile of brush. He had enough of war.

ARTHUR EZRA DEAN 


Arthur Ezra Dean was born in Jackson County, Mississippi November 
24, 1871 the son of Francil Parnell and Isabelle Tucker Dean. Being 
the oldest child, he was the main "helper" around the farm and in the 
woods with the cattle, sheep and hogs, all of which ran freely in the 
woods all year long. 


There was little underbrush along the branches and they were full of 
reed cane. This cane did not freeze in winter and the cattle grazed on 
it. The hogs ate acorns, pine mast and other seeds, and rooted in the 
ground for herbs and worms. 


They cut logs and hauled them on eight wheeled wagons pulled by 
four yoke of oxen to Dog River where they were made into rafts. 
When the river rose, the rafts were floated down the river to Moss 
Point to the sawmills. It took about three days to make the trip. A 
boom of logs stretched across the river stopped the logs from floating 
out into the Gulf. The rafters either sold their gear and walked home 
or had someone meet them with a wagon at Moss Point. 


The most memorable event of Arthur's life as a young man was a trip 
to the World's Fair at Saint Louis, MO in 1904. In 1905 Arthur and 
Oscar Ward bought 40 acres of land (NW 1/4 of NE 1/4 section 9-3-5) 
adjoining Frank's land. This was covered with Virgin Pine trees. On 
this and the E 1/2 of NE 1/4 of Frank's land they developed a turpentine 
operation complete with still commissary and workers quarters. 


Turpentine was obtained by scraping a place on a pine tree down to 
the wood and chopping a deep cut with a long bladed axe at the 
bottom of this "face" to catch the sap as it ran down the tree. Later a 
Steel cup was used instead of the cut. The gum turpentine was taken 
in barrels to the still where the spirits were removed by distilling. 

Water for the still came in a wooden flume from a spring about 3/4 of a 
mile or more away. The spirits were put in barrels and hauled to the 
railroad at Shipman and shipped to market in Mobile, Alabama. There 
was no market for the dross or rosin at this time so it was poured out 
into pits. During World War | this was dug and used to make 


gunpowder. Now the rosin is worth more to make plastics, then the 
spirits. 


Arthur's sister, Jane, worked in the commissary and kept the post 
office. It was named Howell, Mississippi. It is not known why the 
name was given as the Howells lived across Dog River. 


The hurricane of 1906 blew all the pine timber down which put an end 
to the turpentine operation. Arthur stated that he could walk all over 
the country just stepping from tree to tree and never have to step on 
the ground. From the downed timber that had blown down logs were 
cut and the rest was left to rot. There was very little sap on it and this 
soon rotted and left the heart. This was called "light wood". It was 
used for firewood and burned with such a bright light that you could 
read by it. The writer has studied lessons by such a fire. It was 
warmer there than at a table with a lamp. 


Just like Abraham Lincoln, Ha! The stumps of these trees were called 
“clay roots" because of the amount of clay that came up with them 
when they blew over. These were later pushed up with bulldozers and 
used for plastics. 


To use this timber, Arthur and Oscar built a sawmill. With this mill, 
they cut square timber. This was the largest size timber, square on all 
four sides that could be cut from a log. This too was rafted and floated 
to Moss Point. After all the timber that was down had been cut, the 
mill had to be closed. 


Sometime after this, Arthur attended a business college in Nashville, 
TN and when he returned home, he worked for G.M.Luce in his 
operations at Basin. 


When George County was formed in 1910 of Township | South of 
Greene County and Townships 2 South and 3 South from Jackson 
County, Arthur was appointed by Governor Noel to the office of Circuit 
Clerk, where he served until new officers were elected. The offices of 
Circuit Clerk and Chancery Clerk were combined and in the election of 
I910, E.V.McKay was elected to this office. In the election of I9I0, 
Murdock Roberts was elected Sheriff and Arthur was his deputy until 


Mr. Roberts resigned for business reasons, when Arthur was 
appointed to serve the remainder of Mr. Roberts' term. In the election 
of I9II Arthur was elected to the office of Sheriff and Tax Collector and 
served this term and another beginning in 1920. 


Upon leaving office after his first term, Arthur was asked about what 
he was going to do. He answered that he was going back to the farm 
and raise some peas and corn and a boy now and then and he did, 
three of them. 


While serving as Sheriff, Arthur lived across the street from the SW 
corner of the courtyard on Lots 8 & 9 Div. B. , Ist addition to Town of 
Lucedale, which he purchased from |.H.Weaver. 


In Lucedale, he met Mary Evelyn Lane, the daughter of Jesse W. Lane 
and Mary Ann Mills Lane. Evie was born July Ist, 1884, in Washington 
County, Ala. and had moved in I900 to Jackson County, a part of 
which later became George County, with her family. 


Once before some social event in Lucedale, Evie told some of her 
friends that if that bald headed old bachelor came to the party, she 
was going to twist his mustache. Evidently he did and she did, as they 
were married March 23, 1913. 


About 50 years later, Hardy Davis, one of Arthur's deputies, related to 
me that one Sunday afternoon Arthur rented a horse and buggy to 
take a certain young lady for a ride. Hardy told him that if he would 
buy that horse and buggy, he would be married within a year, but it 
took a little longer, as Arthur bought a buggy in June, I9II. 


Evie had taken a correspondence course in Nursing and assisted the 
Doctors, which she continued to do, after her children were grown, at 
intervals to a later date, mostly with mothers with new babies. 


To Arthur and Evie were born three sons: 
Jesse Parnell 4-8-14 5-II-9l 


Arthur Edwin 4-|2-I6 l0-I3-72 
Lester Leroy 10-10-19 sina 


J.P. was named for his two grandfathers, Jesse William Lane and 
Francis Parnell Dean. Edwin was named for his father and Ollin 
Edwin Ward, one of Arthur's Deputies. Roy was named for his father's 
youngest brother, Lester Hardy Dean, and his mother's youngest 
brother Joseph Leroy Lane. Had Roy been a girl, he would have been 
named Mary Isabel after his grandmother Lane and grandmother 
Dean. 


Neither Arthur nor Evie had a formal education past the eighth grade, 
as that was as far as the public schools taught. Though no graded 
classes were taught, each student moved up as they finished each 
book. Both had some vocational training as noted. They were 
determined that their sons got as much education as possible. All 
three boys graduated from Agricola High School and later received 
further education. 


J.P. received a degree, after a hitch in the navy in WW Il, in 
Agricultural Education at Mississippi State University and taught Vo- 
Ag in Arkadelphia, Arkansas High School for 32 years. 


Edwin joined the navy at age I7 and rose through the ranks to 
Lieutenant, J.G. He attended the Naval Academy and received a 
B.A.in Math. After receiving a discharge from the navy, he attended 
the University of Mississippi and received a M.A. in Math. He taught in 
“Ole Miss" and Delta State University until his untimely death. 


Roy attended Gulf Radio School in New Orleans, LA and received a 
First Class Radio Operator's license and a Second Class Radio 
Telegraph License from the Federal Communications Commission. 
He worked in Radio for about IO years, including several years as 
Radio Officer in the Merchant Marines. He crossed the Atlantic Ocean 
I2 times, 8 times during WW II in convoy, with these trips and others in 
the Pacific and Caribbean, he was able to visit 8 foreign countries. In 
I951, Roy came ashore and ran in the County Election for Tax 
Assessor and was successful. He took office in 1952 and continued in 
this office and the combination with Tax Collector until [976. 


Arthur and Evie sacrificed in order for their boys to have the necessary 
books and materials. The school did not furnish either books or 
lunches. Lunches were taken to school wrapped in paper bags or 
newspaper and eaten at recess. Arthur even bought an "Aladdin" 
lamp, which gave off a bright soft light so the boys could see better to 
get up their homework. He served on the Board of Trustees for 
Agricola School for many years and as President of the Board, signed 
J.P. amd Edwin's diplomas. Roy's was signed by Zachary Taylor 
McLemore. 


Arthur was not a successful farmer,moneywise. His success was in 
providing a good living for his family with few luxuries. Though he 
worked hard, there always seemed to be something in nature to ruin 
his crop, boll weevils in the cotton, blight in the sugar cane, black rot in 
the sweet potatoes, a late freeze on the English Peas, and a 
sandstorm on the string beans. Seed and fertilizer were so high that 
he could not afford enough to make a full crop. Produce that he 
raised was cheap, 25 cents for a gallon of syrup or a bushel of sweet 
potatoes, $1.00 per hundred for shelled corn, and IO cents per dozen 
for eggs. Cotton was I0 cents per pound. He always made a good 
garden of butter beans, English peas, crowder peas, turnips, okra, 
strawberries, cabbage, collards, onions, Irish potatoes, green beans, 
cucumbers and watermelons. Huckleberries were picked in Dog River 
Swamp in May and pears, peaches and figs on the farm for pies, jam 
and jelly. These with homemade syrup, cornbread, milk from a couple 
of cows, meat from hogs butchered on the farm, left little to be 
purchased from the "Rolling Store". Evie swapped eggs for salt, 
sugar, flour, etc. 


She set "Broody Hens" on I5 eggs. She swapped "Settings of eggs 
with neighbors and when these hatched, they were raised in separate 
pens. Seldom was there a time in the summer that there was not 
fryers available for "chicken every Sunday". The writer's mouth waters 
as he thinks of those Sunday dinners of fried chicken, butter beans, 
corn on the cob, okra and cornbread with strawberries annointed with 
thick Jersey cream for dessert. 


Since Roy was the youngest of the boys and there were only two 
mules and two "Georgia Stock" plows, he was relegated to the job of 


K.P. Thus he had to bring in stove wood, pump and bring water to the 
kitchen, pump water for two mules, 5 or 6 cows, a dozen or so hogs, 
and carry cool water to those working in the fields, help gather and 
prepare vegetables for the table and to can. As the older boys 
graduated from High School and left home, he was promoted to 
"Plowboy". 


Life was good on the farm, though the work was hard and there were 
few luxuries. The necessities were abundant and there was time to 
relax, visit with the neighbors, roam the woods, go fishing, play ball 
and make ice cream on Saturday night. Since "Dog River" was only 
about 3/4 mile away, much time was spent there when the crops were 
laid by in the summer. The river was an ideal setting for "4th of July" 
picnics with other families. 


Discipline was no problem as Arthur had a razor strap and peach tree 
limbs were plentiful. Once Evie used the gallberry sprout broom that 
she swept the yard clean with. 


John Bell came to our farm in the spring of I930. He had worked for 
Arthur in the turpentine woods some 25 to 30 years before, but now he 
was old and ailing, and not able to work on a job. He proposed that he 
work for his keep. Arthur could see that he was not able to work, but 
since he had been a good hand, he fixed him some comfortable 
quarters, oddly this was within 100 yards of where his "Shanty" had 
been before. John was a wonder to us boys, as we had never been 
associated with a black man before, and his tales were as good as 
those of Uncle Remus. John's needs were few above the three 
necessities, a little Prince Albert tobacco and OCB paper. If the 
OCB's ran out, he would sometimes use corn shucks, though this was 
not very satisfactory. 


With regular good meals and some dosing by Mrs. Dean, John's 
health improved so that he was able to do light work around the 
garden and help gather and prepare the vegetables for the table, and 
to can. 


He liked these fresh vegetables, especially the watermelons and 
boiled peanuts. When cotton picking time came, he rigged a shoulder 


strap to a corn sack and went into the field with the rest of us. 
Because of his age and poor health, he was not able to stand the heat 
of the day, so he retired to the shade until late in the afternoon. When 
“weighing up" time came, John had 4 or 5 pounds. Edwin asked, "Is 
that all you picked John?" John exploded, "Yeah boy! What do you 
think | am, lightning!? 


As winter came on, John began to want to go to some of his kinfolks, 
so Arthur borrowed his brother's model T and he and J.P. took him to 
his nephew's house in Grand Bay, Alabama. 


We never heard anything else of John, but his retort to Edwin's 
question became the favorite response of us boys when chided for 
being slow at a task and still comes to mind occasionally, after 7] 
years. 


Arthur had no first cousins, as his mother was an only child and his 
father was the only one of his family to have children. His sister, 
Ruth, who lived in Jackson, and Jane, who lived in Mobile, made 
annual visits and stayed a few days. Most of the remainder of his 
family lived in the area. Evie's brother Joe, came after he was 
discharged from the army in 1918, and helped Arthur make a crop, and 
several years later, during the depression, came with his family and 
Stayed a few months. Evie's brother, Theo, lived with us several 
years. Some of her nieces and nephews would come in the summer 
and stay for a week or so. 


Evie never turned a "tramp", as we called them, away from her kitchen 
door without feeding them. One of them must have made the 
proverbial "mark on the gate", as we had many of them. 


In 1937, Arthur, with 2 "plowboys" gone from home and Roy wanting to 
go, gave up the struggle to keep the farm, and moved to Agricola. 
Here he worked at whatever was available. At age 75, he was still 
able to climb a ladder to the roof of a house with a bundle of shingles 
on his shoulder. Evie boarded school teachers and sometimes fixed 
lunches for the store keepers across the highway. Arthur was able to 
mow the yard and work a big garden until not long before he died. 


J.D., a nephew, accused him of killing all the grass in the garden, and 
then turning the clods of dirt looking for seed. He had a stroke one 
Sunday afternoon and died a week later on Easter Sunday, 1963, at 
age 89. He had never been a patient in a hospital before. 


Arthur and Evie were both devoted Christians. Arthur was a deacon in 
Agricola Baptist Church and served as chairman for years. Evie was 
a member of the Missionary Society and served as President many 
times. After moving to Agricola, they were able to attend church 
services more often as the church building was only about I50 yards 
away. They had no car, so before moving, they had to walk about 3 
miles or ride in a mule wagon. 


Many times, during "Protracted Meeting" time, the visiting preacher 
would stay at our house. They had a big spare room and Evie was a 
good cook. They liked this and so did we boys, for we not only had a 
little better fare at the table, but we got to ride in an automobile to 
church. 


After Arthur died, Evie moved into the trailer that Roy and Beth had 
lived in until they built their house. She had good health until she had 
a couple of falls and broke a leg once and a hip once. She had to 
move to a nursing home and resided there until her death November 
9, 1979. Both of them and J.P. and Claudine are buried in Agricola 
Cemetery. Edwin and Maria are buried in St. Mary's Cemetery in 
Norfolk, Virginia. Grandpa Jesse Lane and Grandmother Mary Ann 
Lane, are buried in Magnolia Cemetery in Lucedale, MS. Roy and 
Beth are to be buried in Agricola Cemetery. 
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
